religion ! That all the appointments of God, 
in the whole system of nature, are condi- 
tional, is, to the Dr. as evident as demon- 
stration! The Creator made the sun to 
rule the day and the moon to rule the 
night ; but he did not unconditionally de- 
termine which should rule the day, nor 
which should rule the night, but left that 
to be decided by the exertion of their re- 
spective powers! The earth was made for 
the habitation of men and animals, and the 
sea was made for the fishes; but these or- 
dinations were not unconditional. No; all 
was constituted according to the improved 
frhilosofhy of Arminian doctrine. There is 
not an element in nature that answers the 
purpose of Creation according to any un- 
conditional law, or appointment of God ; 
but according to an improved philosophy, in 
which nothing is certain. Things exist, 
and events take place, and will continue to 
do so agreeably to the indefinite preaching 
of Arminians ! 

Revealed religion too, is, in the Dr.’s 
opinion just like the principles of nature, 
all conditional. The Creator said to the 
serpent; “I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed: it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.” But this is to be 
understood as conditional. The serpent 
and the woman were at perfect liberty to 
live in friendship; the seed of the serpent

the clergy, who believe in a contrary doc-) 
trine, have so much respect for the im- 
proved philosophy in which he believes, 
that they are endeavoring to accommodate 
their communications to it, and are judi- 
cious enough to keep their own sentiments 
out of sight ! 

That the Calvinists have, in reality, en- 
deavored to mix enough of the leaven of! 
Arminianism with the tenets of their doc- 
trine, to keep it from giving offence to the 
people, there are many circumstances to 
prove, I acknowledge ; but that this fact 
reflects any honor on those‘divines who are 
thus employed, I think, is very doubtful — 
Nor do I think that they have become so 
confident in the strict propriety of this 
measure, as to thank the Dr. for the infor-! 
mation which he has given the public on 
this subject. 

To me, it is a matter of mortification to 
realize, that the wisdom and learning of; 
our theological institutions are incapable of, 
representing the divine Being free from 
either cruelty or weakness. The Calvinists 
believe God to be infinitely cruel, but are 
ashamed to own it in direct terms; the 
Arminians believe him to be destitute off 
power and means to effect his designs, but 
are unwilling to have this fact brought ful- 
ly to view. When both parties shall be- 
come enlightened enough to believe that 
God is both able and willing to save and 
bless forever the whole human race, their 
bewildering contentions will come to an 
end.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


By the arrival of the old line packet ship Can. 
ada, Captain Rogers, the Editor of the N. York 
National Advocate has received his regular files 
to the first ultimo. 

An arrival at Boston from Smyrna brought in- 
telligence of the destruction of the Turks which 
landed at Ipsara. We are happy to find a con. 
firmation of this news in the English papers— 
Accounts via Amsterdam, state ‘‘ that the Greek 
fleet, of 65 sail, sent by the Government from 
Napoli di Romania to the aid of Ipsara, attacked 
the Turkish fleet, and it is positively stated the 
result was, that 55 gun-boats, 8 sloops, a corvette, 
and 4 frigates were taken or burnt, or otherwise 


destroyed; that the commander of the Turkish’ 


fleet, favoured by the wind, fied to Mitylene; 
that, on the Doe ry landing of the Greeks at 
Ipsara, all the Turkish garrison was put to the 
sword: so that the Greeks remained in the pos 
session of the island. 

The Greek fieet then went in search of the 
Captain Pacha. It is further said, that the Gree 
bad landed on the isle of Chios, and that all 
Turks in the village of Wollina were killed.— 
The bravery of the heroes of Ipsara is unpari- 
lelled ; even the women took part in the combat, 
with the same coolness and bravery. The num- 
ber of Turks who perished is estimated at 22,008, 
Accounts are impatiently expected of a second 
meeting with the remainder of the Turkish fleet, 
which is not doubted, will be to the advantage of 
the Greeks. The ardour with which they are in- 
spired is a sure presage of victory. 

We learn from Corfu, that the report which 
had been circulated, that the Captain Pachs 
would go from Ipsara:to attack Samos, was 4 
mere feint to deceive the Greeks; the Turks, 
roud of their temporary success, had conceived 
a-bolder plan, that of attempting the conquest 
of the important island of Hydra, which is the 
centre of all the -naval force of the Greeks.— 
However, the Captain Pacha being aware of the 
important means of defence which secure Hyd 
from a coup de main, and knowing that the troops 
which compose the garrison are all natives, has 


shown much hesitation in his conduct, for, at the

Heat or Tar Gione.—We observe a curious 
paper in the Annals uf Philosophy on a very in- 
teresting subject. The writer shows from a great 
number of observations in mines, that the tempera- 
ture increases very regularly as we penetrate deep- 
er into the crust, and that in the British mines gen- 
erally, the laborers who work at the depth of 1500 
or 1400 feet, or one fourth of a mile from the sur- 
face, live in a temperature (80 to 82) higher than 
that of Jamaica. Mr. Bald, of Alivoa, published 
some facts in the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal 
some years ago, and Mr. Daubuisson gives others 
relating to the mines of Saxony, which establish 
the same conclusion. The writer in the Annals 
thinks that the increase in England is about one 
de. of Fahrenheit for every 10 or 12 tathoms 
of descent. Hence we have reason to conclade, 
that itis not any particular local circumstances 
which generate the ijeat in small springs, but that 
ihey merely derive their waters from reservoirs, 
situated at a great depth. Pursuing this idea, the 
Bath waters, which have a temperature of 116, may 
be supposad to come from the depth of three 
fourths of a mile, and at the depth of two miles 
downwards we should find the temperature of boil 
ing water. This may be considered one of the 
most interesting truths lately added to Natural
